IMITATION 


With Oscar buzz and impending motherhood taking centre stage 
in her life, Keira Knightley explains why there is noplace like home

K eira Knightley purses that unbalanced 
pout, tightening the skin around her 
pointed cheekbones. She offers an icy 
stare. ‘Please,’ she says with clipped 
indignation. ‘Don’t bother to 
sugar coat it. You can’t take it 
away now. I’m a natural bitch, 
that’s what you’re trying 
to say.’ 

She throws her hands up in 
defence and goes to curve her 
seat away from me. ‘You’ve 
really done it now.’ What 
follows is a hyper dramatic 
flounce of her dark locks and a 
taut glower in my direction. 

And then, the actress grins 
widely. ‘See, I could do a good 
villain. But it never comes 
my way.’ 

We’re remarking on an 
upcoming role in The Other 
Typist , a still in development 
adaptation of Suzanne Rindell’s 
1920s set noir thriller where a 
lonely secretary becomes 
dangerously obsessed with a new recruit in the 
typing pool. It’s unclear which role Keira, who 
grew up in Teddington, will assume — we’re both 
hoping it’s the darker, unhinged character. 

‘It’s still all up in the air, but there’s certainly a 


new territory there for me to explore,’ she states. 
‘And away from this film, playing the villain is pure 
fun so of course I want the opportunity to be bad. 
When I’ll get that chance though... ’ she shrugs with 
a gentle smile. 

Given the recent breaking 
news of Keira falling pregnant 
with her first child with husband, 
Klaxons musician James 
Righton, it could be some time 
before the star gets the chance to 
play ‘bad’. Not that it’s affecting 
her power within the industry. At 
the time of writing, Keira was 
nominated for a Supporting 
Actress nod at the Golden 
Globes for a dazzling 
performance in Morten Tyldum’s 
The Imitation Game. It’s a strong 
indicator of an Oscar nod this 
month, her second after 2005’s 
Pride and Prejudice. 

Mercifully, she eschews the 
polite, self-effacement offered by 
her peers when it comes to such 
glittering matters. Instead, Keira 
is chuffed with the recognition. ‘I’m thrilled if it 
happens and I’m not afraid to admit that,’ she 
smiles. ‘It’s wonderful earning that respect. Now 
you can’t base yourself around awards, that’s not 
healthy, but honestly, it really is fantastic.’ >

In a structured, mesh print Chanel suit, being the 
long-time face of the brand, she’s immeasurably 
slim and undeniably breathtaking in the flesh as we 
chat amongst the dark, airy confines of a suite in 
London’s Corinthia hotel. 

The laidback actress, who swapped Teddington 
for North London, now lives with her husband in a 
four-storey mansion in Canonbury. She remains 
resolutely glamorous. 

A noted advantage in Hollywood, it’s somewhat 
backfired on Keira, who’s often been criticised of 
appearing too glossy for her work. Critics voiced 
their vitriol on her casting as ‘plain’ Joan Clarke in 
The Imitation Game , the only 
female codebreaker who worked 
alongside Alan Turing (Benedict 
Cumberbatch) at Bletchley Park. 

Together, they helped crack 
some of the most difficult Navy 
Enigma ciphers during WWII 
and the intelligence she gathered 
saved countless lives. 

‘I think everybody is going to have their 
opinions, and that’s fine,’ she shrugs. ‘They said the 
same with Elizabeth in Pride and Prejudice so it’s 
nothing new. I mean, I’m not glamorous in my day 
to day life, so I’m kind of thrilled that people think 
I’m glamorous in general. I know I say that, sitting 
here in Chanel, saying “I’m not normally 
glamorous”, but I’m not!’ 

Due to give birth in late summer, Keira will then 
prepare for her next big project — Zola’s Therese 
Raquin on Broadway. But in preparation for the new 
arrival, she admits after six films in three years, a 
little downtime at home is in desperate need. ‘I love 
to work but it’s like everyone, we all burn out and

need some time to regroup.’ 

This will surely give her time 
to acquaint herself with her new 
area in Nl. ‘I’ve always loved 
that little pocket of North East, just off Central 
London. Not too close, but not too far. My idea of a 
lovely day is ambling around Upper Street or 
heading to the Barbican, so it’s nice to have the 
time to do that.’ 

As she faces a major milestone in March — her 
30th birthday — does the actress hold any fears as 
she leaves her 20s behind? ‘None whatsoever,’ she 
beams. ‘God, I was all over the place in my 20s, 
I’m immensely looking forward to a new decade. 
Onwards and upwards, I say.’ Playing bad or not, 
Keira Knightley continues to be one to watch.

ROGER THAT 

Spot the iconic poet Roger McGough supping a pint in 
one of his favourite Barnes watering holes

A ccording to Twitter, the 
77-year-old Roger 
McGough’s New Year’s 
resolution for 2015 was ‘to 
push myself well within my limits’. It’s a 
classic slice of dry Scouse wit from the 
revered poet, whose forthright, frank and 
funny verses have lined the nation’s 
bookshelves for the past 50 years. The 
longtime Barnes resident has penned 100 
poetry collections, plays and one 
autobiography (which documents his rise 
from an anarchic Merseyside musician to 
a French teacher and onwards, as he 
became known as ‘the people’s poet’). 

This year sees the reissue of You Tell 
Me !, a collection of poems by Roger and 
Michael Rosen, first published in 1981. 

It is beloved by children of a certain 


generation for both its silly and serious 
takes on school life. ‘Books like this are 
on a publisher’s list for so long that they 
drop off the end and get forgotten about,’ 
says Roger, with a wry smile. 
‘Thankfully, Janetta 
Otter Barry at Francis 
Lincoln publishers is a 
huge advocate of 
children’s poetry, and 
she believes in what 
Michael and I do. She 
suggested we ‘refresh’ 

You Tell Me! and bring it back, so really 
the energy came from her.’ 

For Roger, revisiting the book was a 
good excuse to meet up with Michael, 
his collaborator for many years. ‘We’ve 
been old pals for a long, long time, and 


are great admirers of each other’s work. 
We are very different sorts of poets, 
really, and that was apparent when the 
original You Tell Me! first came out. 
Michael is more of a narrative storyteller, 
whereas I focus on 
more quirky stuff, but 
between us we aren’t 
afraid of the more 
serious subjects,’ 
he says. 

Roger has fought 
off criticism of some 
of his poems, such as The Lesson (which 
describes a metaphorical classroom 
massacre), for their violent imagery. 
‘Michael was always very positive about 
things like that, saying “you mustn’t give 
in to one or two people who think poetry

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should only be about certain 
things”,’ says the Liverpudlian, 
who adds, ‘I do like to write 
something edgy, but not always 
— I can be as soppy as the next 
man, if I’m in the right mood!’ 

‘People often ask me what 
sort of state poetry is at right 
now,’ continues Roger, reflecting 
on his literary sphere, ‘and I would say 
that actually, it is pretty buoyant! I see 
young poets performing at festivals, all 
reading from their iPads, all very 
energetic, I do admire them! Even here 
in Barnes, there is a Stanza, an offshoot 
of The Poetry Society, who perform at 
The Red Lion pub; I love to get a pint 
and listen to them. I’m always a bit 
tempted to get involved but I fear they 
might chase me away!’ he laughs. 

There is nothing the poet loves more 
than setting down his pen at the end of a 
Tong, lonely day slaving away in my 
study’ and heading out to The Red Lion 
or The Sun to catch up with friends. ‘The 
Sun is a particularly nice little local to 
meet up with people in,’ he says. ‘There 


are actually quite a few poetry people 
around. I often see Judith Kerr walking 
about, and David Harsent — he’s just 
won the T S Eliot Poetry Award, so I 
should probably borrow a few quid off 
him now, or at the very least get a pint 
out of him!’ Roger chuckles. 

The poet is well and truly part of the 
furniture in the Barnes area, having lived 
here for years. ‘This area is good for 
kids; we first came here because we had 
young children, so we wanted to bring 
them up here,’ he says. He previously 
lived in Notting Hill Gate, ‘and I missed 
it at first. It was very lively there, and 
Barnes was a very ‘family’ sort of place, 
it seemed a little staid in comparison. 

But in fact, it suited me perfectly, 
because it is quiet. Barnes always thinks 


of itself as a village, which I have always 
found rather quaint, and it is always 
peaceful. My wife and I like to go for 
walks around the Leg of Mutton and 
along the river.’ 

In fact, Barnes has become such an 
integral part of Roger’s life that his work 
has been influenced by our leafy lanes. 
‘I’ve written several poems after jogging 
about in Barnes — maybe after meeting 
a bird in the park, these fantasy things 
come out of my brain,’ he tells us. ‘I 
often like to write after I’ve been out for 
a jog — but hold on, I don’t want to give 
the impression that I run miles, just to be 
clear, I ‘jog-ette’!’

Double entendre? How bistros and brasseries - no, they are not 
the same - have made a difference to London's dining scene 


I t’s a question that has baffled the finest minds 
for eons, an enigma so perplexing that even the 
greatest of Gallic philosophers are forced to 
shrug their shoulders and admit, ‘Non, je ne 
sais pas.’ But the conundrum in question relates not 
to matters metaphysical. Rather the markedly more 
important ‘affairs de l’estomac’, and the difference 
between la brasserie and le bistro. 

But surely, I hear you cry, they are one and the 
same, merely two different names for two great 
French institutions? Plat du jours, vins de table, a 
smattering of much loved classics - l’escargots, 
soupe a Poignon et al - and the 
usual elderly, somewhat dyspeptic 
waiters. Mais non. They are, in fact, 
two entirely different beasts. 

Because the brasserie is 
traditionally all about the beer. 

Literally. They started off as 
breweries (brasserie means 
brewery) in Germany before being 
brought to Paris after the war of 
1870 by refugees from Alsace 
Lorraine. Basic wooden chairs and tables were the 
norm. That is until rather more ornate and Belle 
Epoque ostentation took over. One of the last 
remaining great brasserie alsacienne is Brasserie 
Lipp in Paris. 

Anyway, with that small matter cleared up, let’s 
coupe to la chase and jet back to London, and in 
particular South Kensington’s La Brasserie 
(labrasserielondon.com), with its marble, 
chequerboard floor, and white-aproned waiters and 
immaculate steak tartare, coq au vin, confit de 
canard and crepes. I’ve been going for years and it 
never changes, very much part of its appeal. 

Moving up a few levels, in both cooking and 
price, is Mayfair’s immaculate Brasserie Chavot 
(brasseriechavot.com), which takes the classic 
brasserie, puts Eric Chavot, that brilliant chef, at the

helm, and clads it in couture Dior. 
Exceptional beouf en daube, home¬ 
made crepinette with oysters and a 
cassoulet that could make a grown 
man cry. Tres, tres bon. 

Brasserie Zedel (brasseriezedel. 
com), a baguette’s hurl from 
Piccadilly Circus, is very much in 
the traditional mould. Fast service, 
beautiful Belle Epoque decor, cheap 
prices, fairly tightly packed tables, a vast menu, all 
cooked very well indeed. No wonder the place is 
constantly rammed. 

As for bistros, no-one (save the Galvin brothers) 
does it better than the great Bruno Loubet at Bistrot 
Bruno Loubet (bistrotbrunoloubet.com) in 
Clerkenwell. Crisp pigs’ trotters, rabbit and pork 
rilletes, mussels in cider and apple tarte Normande. 
Similarly beautiful is the ever-brilliant Galvin 
Bistrot de Luxe on Baker Street (galvinrestaurants. 
com), a place where I’ve never had so much as a 
mediocre bite. A cheaper option is Bistro Aix 
(bistroaix.co.uk) in Crouch End, which is endlessly 
reliable. Vive La France, indeed.

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SPORTING CHANCE 


A new report suggests PE lessons are on the wane, hut a love for 
physical activity doesn't necessarily have to start at school

I f you struggle to keep your hallway 
free of an assortment of kitbags, 
dirty football, rugby, lacrosse or 
hockey boots, and are fed up with a 
constant stream of dirty kit, then the 
latest research might come as a surprise. 

The biggest survey of its kind for 
over four years has just been published 
and suggests that there has been a 
considerable drop in the amount of time 
given over to PE in schools - in fact, 
there appears to be a significant drop to 
less than two hours per week. The 
survey, conducted by the Youth Sport 
Trust, also suggests that links between 
school and community sports projects 
have also fallen. 

Whilst there is no reason to doubt that 
this is not accurate, perhaps it doesn’t 
paint the entire picture. In our local 
community, as well as in family life and 
amongst friends, there is certainly little 
evidence of lack of interest or activity in 
sport. Saturdays are a timetable of 
fixtures; local parks are filled with eager 
little boys in football kit, and much older 
veteran boys doing their best to look as 
lively as the eager little boys! 


One can conclude that, for those who 
have a natural interest in physical 
activity, whether there are more or less 
than two hours sport in school, there will 
always be some outlet for that desire to 
get moving. It doesn’t need to be 
planned or expensive. 

Perhaps what is more significant 
is making options for physical 
activity accessible and 
appealing to those 
children for whom it is 
naturally less 
appealing, whatever 
their age. Finding an 
activity that will 
engage young children 
can set them on a path to 
enjoying sport for life. It 
doesn’t need to be competitive 
- indeed this is the root of the problem 
for some children, but for others this is 
the key to success. 

Sustaining interest into the teenage 
years can also be a challenge. One 
Headmistress has recently commented 
that many teenage girls are left with a 
lack of confidence and interest if an old- 


style approach to PE is adopted. 
However, many schools do a very good 
job in providing a wide selection of 
options, particularly for girls - Zumba 
and spinning classes to name but two. 

At home, offering options for 
interesting regular physical activities and 
resisting the temptation to preach on 
the subject can reap rewards. 
Getting out as a family to 
take the dog for a walk or 
organising a Frisbee 
competition (followed 
by a BBQ) might just 
get things going. 

Whilst surveys can 
highlight these issues, it 
is surely the responsibility 
of not only schools, but 
parents, families, volunteers and 
communities to open the doors to all 
children to experience the fact that 
physical activities are fun.

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A beautiful holiday home on 
Summer Lake, imagine that. 
A wonderland of peace and 
tranquility where friends and 
family gather to linger over dinner on the 
expansive, lakeside terrace. It sounds 
beyond idyllic, but it’s very much within 
grasp - Summer Lake is the latest 
development of luxury lock-up-and-leave 
lodges by Watermark, set within the 
Cotswold Water Park. 

There are 147 lakes in this part of the 
Gloucestershire countryside, and 
Watermark has holiday homes on six of 
them.

If you’re arriving on 
a Friday evening after a long 
working week, you can 
arrange for dinner to be delivered - just 
pop it in the oven on arrival. Ours bore 
the logo of Gusto, a local deli, and was 
delicious - slow-cooked beef with chilli, 
truffle mash and winter 
veg. You can also have 
groceries delivered so 
you don’t have to shop 
en route. 

The Cotswolds 
Water Park lends itself 
to plenty of activities. 

Try your hand at clay pigeon shooting 
(Sean O’Keeffe 

at Old Downs Pursuits is great), amble 
about the lakes, play golf, go fishing, 
head for the spa or dabble in various 
watersports. Equally, I found lazing about 
the house, book in one hand, wine in the 
other, or simply gazing out over the 
glistening lake, rather wonderful. And if 
you’re into horses, it’s also conveniently 
placed for Cheltenham Racecourse. 


Be sure to visit the nearby Wild Duck 
Inn in Ewen one evening. It’s everything 
you’d expect an old country pub to be 
with dark wooden beams, creaky floors, a 
great atmosphere and 
wonderful food (think 
lamb with truffle 
mustard crust and pork 
belly with cider sauce). 

After such a lovely 
weekend on Summer 
Lake in the depths of 
winter, I can hardly bear to imagine how 
glorious it would be in the sun...

The latest in a cluster of high-rises that have seen City Road being 
renamed as 'starchitect canyon', 'skyscraper highway' and 'mini- 
Manhattan', 250 City Road has been designed by the world-renowned 
architects, Foster and Partners, and will provide a mixture of residential 
apartments, cafes, restaurants, shops, offices, creative workspaces and a 
4* hotel, with all public areas including the gardens being Wifi enabled. 
The Berkeley Homes project will include two landmark towers offering 
stunning views, along with lower-lying blocks, and will provide some 930 
apartments, each with at least one bike parking space, making it the 
most cycle-friendly large-scale development in the capital - there will 
also be a dedicated bike lift and workshop. Prices start from £595,000.
